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IN PERSPECTIVE 


It is interesting at this juncture to note 
that in August, 1893, Bradstreets’s esti- 
mated there were one million industrial 
workers idle in the United States by rea- 
son of the commercial! depression that was 
prevailing at that time. 

And, as a further indication of the ex- 
isting state of affairs, that President 
Cleveland was burned in effigy at Golden, 
Colorado, because he had not initiated 
steps to increase the value or the purchas- 
ing power of silver, 

A million idle industrial workers in the 
United States thirty-eight years ago re- 
flects a condition of commercial contrac- 
{ion and industrial paralysis relatively as 
severe as that which has squeezed six or 
seven million men out of employment in 
the more highly industrialized and more 
densely populated republic of the present 
day. 

This side-light on the past helps to 
throw the present state of economic dead- 
lock into perspective. It destroys alto- 
gether the notion that the present situa- 
tion is without parallel or that it is pecu- 
liar in character. ‘Commercial depres- 
sion” were the exact words used at that 
time to describe the existing condition, 
and to indicate its extent, character and 
accepted cause. 

And then, as now, the slump in the 
price of silver was blamed for helping ma- 
terially to bring on the commercial de- 
pression that brought about the unemploy- 
ment. With this difference; that the issuc 
then was the value of silver in the western 
world, while now it is the value of silver in 
the Orient that is engaging attention. 

The world has made a good deal of 
progress in thirty-eight years, and along a 
good many lines. Curiously, we do not 
seem. to have made corresponding head- 
wavy in solving the oldest and most import- 
ant problem of mankind; that of making 
a living. 


PUTTING ON THE SCREWS 

rom Moscow comes the announcement 
that the Soviet has given a fifty per cent 
boost to the prices of food, vodka, and 
practically all other “basic commodities” 
in that realm of Communistic bliss from 
which the Communists of other lands are 
scrupulously careful to keep away. 

The explanation offered is that there 
is too much money in the country. Since 
rations are limited in quantity, the prole- 
tarians have not been able to spend their 
wages, and their pockets are stuffed with 
surplus rubles. That in some way or other 
is supposed to be bad for the country, or 
the Soviet, or the industrial plan, and Sta- 
lin is going to make the hoarders loosen 
up and dissipate their dangerous accumu- 
lations of capital, by charging them more 
for what they eat and drink and wear. 

Behind which official explanation the 
fact probably is that the proletarian has 
been slowing up in production as his poc- 
kets filled up with rubles. Human nature 
in Russia is much the same as elsewhere, 
and a man who finds himself “in funds” 
not infrequently develops a tendency to 
take things easy. A few weeks ago Mos- 
cow announced that the piece-work sys- 
tem was being established on the collectiv- 
ist farms, for the reason that the collec- 
tivist worker sometimes did not work as 
hard as the bosses thought he ought to, 
and it was hoped the temptation of higher 
pay would stimulate him to the desired 
degree of diligence. 

Now the other tack is to be tried. By 
cutting down the purchasing power of his 
rubles the worker is to be compelled to 
work harder if he wants to eat, drink and 
be merry. There is a limit, it seems, to 
the enthusiasm of the proletarian for the 
idea of working for the state, and a point 
where self-interest begins to affect the 
morale of the Communist. Perhaps it will 
also be found one of these days that there 
is a limit to his willingness to submit to 
the driving tactics of his masters. 


BETTER DRAW IT MILD 


Cabled forecasts from London, prob- 
ably originating with Hon, G. Howard 
Verguson, suggest that one of the princi- 
pal points for discussion at the coming 
wheat conference there will be the ‘feasi- 
bility of an agreement for regulating ex- 
ports of wheat” from the great export- 
ing countries, 

The prediction is entirely in line with 
the probabilities of the case. The confer- 


ee 


ence is to be attended by representatives | 


of the exporting countries only. It is the 


sequel to the recent conference at Rome, | 


where there was*an absolute failure to 
reach any agreement between exporting 
and importing countries on the question of 
restoring normal conditions in the world 
wheat trade. 

The gathering at London was planned 
by Mr, Ferguson for the one and only pur- 
pose of trying to bring about an arrange- 
ment among the exporters to hold back 
supplies in order to compel the importers 
to pay more than they are now paying. 
That this will be one of the “principal 
points for discussion’ hardly requires the 
exercise of prophetic genius. If the con- 
ference talks about anything else it will 
be getting away from the point. 

It is to be hoped when the conferees 
get together they will not allow their anxi- 
ety to regulate prices to run away with 
the recognition that it takes two to make 
a bargain. However unreasonable the 
buyers in the wheat importing countries 
may be, they are the people with whom we 
have to do business, and their views must 
be taken into account. The folly of not 
considering their opinions has surely been 
made plain within the last couple of years. 

When the importing countries in Eu- 
rope became convinced that wheat prices 
were too high they promptly erected ex- 
clusive tariffs against foreign wheat and 
held out government bonuses to encourage 
the growing of wheat at home, To a con- 
siderable extent the present embarrassing 
situation came about because the import- 
ing countries took these measures to pro- 
tect themselves against what they 
thought—mistakenly—-were hold-up tac- 
tics on the part of the exporting countries, 

If the London conference is to do any 
good to the wheat growers of Canada and 
the other great importing countries, or is 
to even refrain from doing them harm, 
care will have to be taken to not give the 
importing countries reason to think we 
want to have the whole say as to prices. 
The certain result of that would be more 
wheat growing in the countries where we 
want to sell wheat.
